cause of the Tientsin outrages, is some- 
thing the ministers who have to pay the 
junkers’ bills cannot dismiss from their 
thoughts. 

This perhaps explains why the author- 
ities at Tokyo agreed to negotiate a liqui- 
dation of the Tientsin deadlock ‘“‘as a local 
issue.”

Now that Tokyo and Moscow are both 
publishing reports of signal victories on 
the Mongol front, one solid fact emerges 
from the wilds; that a small but growing 
war has been in progress there since May 
11. And in the widely conflicting reports 
the one point “ agreement seems to be 
that the Mongols haven't much to do with 
it one way or the other. 


Vancouver people are waging hot war 
against invading hordes of caterpillars. 
Congress at Washington rushed through a 
vote of $1,750,000 to finance a fight 
against grasshoppers. Governments of 
the western provinces long ago made plans 
for a hopper war which only unusual rain-

Debts Are Not Assets 


The statement of Governor Towers of the 
Bank of Canada that public debts were an asset 
of the people and there was no object in paying 
them, has been criticized in Canada from Coast 
to Coast. 

Anyone who gives the debt situation close 
study, fully realizes how far Governor Towers’ 
statements are astray. For instance, under the 
old Feudal System in Europe when the land was 
held by a few barons or lords, often absentee 
ownership, it might have been said accord- 
ing to the principles laid down by Mr. Towers, 
that there was no need to worry as the land was 
an asset to the people. However, the great 
masses of the people held no land. They were 
simply tenants or share-croppers, and progress 
came to a standstill. In these days when we 
look back at the old Feudal System we fully 
realize how antiquated and hopelessly non- 
progressive it was. Great leaders fought against 
the Feudal System for generations. In those 
days land was the chief sustenance of the peo- 
ple, and the land was distributed among a 
favored few; in fact there would be more reason 
to say that the land under the Feudal System 
was an asset to the people than to say in these 
modern times that public debts were. Land con- 
sists of real wealth whereas debts are negative 
and are only claims. Even yet there are some 
countries where the masses of people hold little 
or no land and development has been almost 
at a standstill. On the other hand where there 
has been a general distribution of land among 
the ordinary people nations have shown pro- 
gress. 

For anyone today to defend the Feudal] Sys- 
tem of land owning they would hardly be con- 
sidered sane, and there is no more justification 
for anyone to try to defend the present debt 
system by saying that public debts are an asset 
of the people and there is little object in pay- 
ing them. Hundreds of millions of these debts 
are not even held by our own people at all, but 
are held in United States and Europe. 

We borrowed this money chiefly to get the 
utilities of production so that we could increase 
our development and now that we have the util- 
ities we should produce and pay, not only all our 
interest bills, but we should pay substantial 
amounts on the debt principal from year to year. 
It is not an honest system for us to be pyra- 
miding our debt and passing it along to those 
unborn without passing the wherewithal to pay 
or corresponding assets On the other ‘side of the 
ledger, and we believe sound financial men 
will support a policy of letting today’s produc- 
tion pay today’s bills, with something left over 
for past debts. Canada today is suffering a 
national hemorrhage of at least half a billion 
a year, for after borrowing to increase our pro- 
ductive power we are letting this same power 
go to waste at a terrific pace, instead of using it 
to produce new wealth and to pay our bills, 

Why men hold important positions in the 
country’s finance should not encourage the re- 
tirement of our debt is beyond one’s comprehen- 
sion unless it is their desire to keep the masses 
of the people sunk in a debt bondage from 
generation to generation—-Fundy Fisherman 
(St. John, N.B.). 


On This Date

Twenty years ago today, June 28, 1919, the 
treaty of Versailles ending the war with Ger- 
many was signed, and the world sowed a seed 
which has brought forth a harvest then unfore- 
seen, a new Germany dominated by one man’s 
will and determination to “remedy the wrongs” 
which that treaty imposed upon Germany, But 
that treaty also had very important results for 
Canada and the other self-governing dominions 
of the British Empire. It was the instrument 
which gave them nationhood and equality with 
the motherland. 

The man responsible was Sir Robert Laird 
Borden. He had shared in the inner councils of 
the empire in London during the most critical 
periods of the war. He was a member of the 
Imperial War cabinet, and naturally when it 
came to drawing up the terms of peace he was 
one of those to be consulted. He had learned by 
experience that Laurier had been right when he 
had opposed any centralization in London. Re- 
lations with Great Britain must be based on 
Canada’s equality with her as a nation, co-oper- 
ating freely as occasion might arise, but always 
as opinion in Canada might decide. 

Accordingly (to quote from Prof. G. M 
Wrong) “Borden required that Canada should 
sign and her parliament ratify the Treaty of Ver- 
Sailles as a dsitinct nation, and not accept it 
merely as a member of the British Empire He 
also insisted on separate membership in the 
League of Nations for each self-governing dom- 
inion, ‘To the objection that this would give 
Great Britain six members to one for other na- 
tions, he said that it was not to be assumed that 
Canadian opinion would be always the same as 
that of Great Britain. His view was accepted and 
one striking result for Canada was the world's 
recognition of her status as a complete nation.” 

Seven years later came the Statute of West- 
minster (1926) proclaiming the equality of status 
of the dominions with Great Britain, and this 
has now been crowned by the visit to Canada 
of the reigning sovereign as the King of Canada, 
a direct result of Robert Borden's work in Lon- 
don and Paris 20 years ago. Sir Robert's name 
does not appear on the treaty; he had to come 
home to settle political differences here, but 
when C. J. Doherty signed for Canada he signed 
in the place and stead of Sir Robert, whose name 
is absent, but whose share in that instrument 
must live forever.

Edmonton's public utilities pro- 
duced a net surplus of $190,961 
for the first five months of this 
year, it was reported this week | 
at City Hall, The surplus for 
the same period a year ago was 
$198,196, 

Total net surplus from the elec- 
tric light department, power house } 
telephone system and waterworks | 
was $220,208, as against $222,029 a 
year ago, while the street railway 
showed a deficit of $29,247. It lost 
$23,832 in the same period last year 

Individual net surpluses and the 
eorresponding figures for last 
year are: electric light, $64,825, 
$60,507; power house, $82,558, 
$88,271; telephone, $71,078, $71,078 
waterworks, $1,746, $2,171. 

The utilities showed a total reve- 
nue for the five months of $1,815,- 
895, against $1,744,633 in the same 
period of 1938, 

Expenditure on maintenance and 
operation was $952,635 compared 
with $933,124 last year. This gave a 
surplus on operation of $863,260, as 
against $811,508 a year ago | 

Capita] charges and depreciation 
charges took $430,767 from the total 
this year and $374,179 last year 
Taxes paid by the utilities were 
$241,531 as against $239,132 a year 
ago.
